Parapetpata Trape Sate.—This sale, considering all the cireumstances 
connected with it; the disadvantages arising from the immediate previous 
occurrence of two large and important sales in Boston and New York, oecu- 
pying the time and exhausting the funds of buyers, was greatly better than 
many had anticipated, aud some of the invoices were particularly successful. 
Of Warren’s Physical Geography im the invoice of H. Cowperthwait & Co. 
5,000 copies were bought by J. B. Lippincott & Co. at 624 cents, the regular 
trade price being 68; 1,000 copies Worcester’s Comprehensive Dictionary 
were bought by Crosby, Nichols, Lee & Co., from the invoice of Swan, Brewer 
& Tileston, who refused a duplicate offer at the same rate. On offering their 
invoice, Mr. Swan of the above firm made the following remarks, as reported 
by a Philadelphia journal, Gentlemen :—I am very much obliged to you for 
the cordial reception which you always give me, and particularly this even- 
ing. This does not seem to be the time nor the occasion fora long speech. I 
am very proud that I am a bookseller, [love the business, I love to come 
to trade sales. You all know that my list is an educational list. If I were to 
sit down and count the matter in dollars and cents, I know just as well that I 
could sell my book: at home. But £ come here, gentiemen, knowiug very 
well that I could not inerease the sale of my books by coming. But 1 come 
to meet you. (A voice—*‘Good.”) [ come to the trade sale because I believe 
it to be an institution—a good institution ; because it brings together authors, 
publishers, and buyers. (Applause.) 

After all, [ think I should hardly come here to sell if my friend Mr. Bell 
was not here. When he comes to Boston he is always so amiable and so 
pleasant. (Laughter.) He always says on coming in, “how do you do, Col- 
onel?” But Iam no Colonel. But before he goes out I cannot help offering 
him an invoice. 

I must say, gentlemen, that through all my early life my highest ambition 
was to teach little children to read. I see before me, in this crowd, gentle- 
men whom I educated in the old Mahew School, Boston, and to whom | have 
presented the Franklin medal. 

Gentlemen, there is no more honorable ealling or profession in life than 
that in which we are now engaged. The author sits in his closet; he writes 
the book, we publish and convey it to the public, If we publish good books 
our labors tend to make the world wiser and better. We are like the good 
husbandman sowing the seed which will germinate and produce its kind long 
after we sha!l have passed from the earth. Let us look well to our calling; 
let us then, in the language of poetry— 

** Sow in the morn thy seed, 
Ateve hold not thy hand, 
To doubt nor fear give you no heed, 
Broad-cast it o’er the laud, 
And only shall appear 
In beauty, verdure, strength, 
The tender blade, the stalk, the car j 
Of the full corn at length 
Ye cannot sow in vain : 
Cold, heat, and moist and dry 
Shall ripen and mature the grain, 
For garners in the sky.” 

Previous to the above another episode occurred which we find thus re- 
ported. 

Yesterday was quite an interesting one at the trade sale rooms, the at- 
tendance being greater than on any previous day, and the bidding much more 
spirited. The morning was principally taken up in disposing of the large 
and popular invoice of Messrs. Crosby, Nichols, Lee & Co., of Boston, which 
sold to very good advantage, At the dinner table, Mr. Geo. P. Putnam, of 
New York, well known as the publisher of many beautiful editions of Irving’s 
works, including the Sunnyside edition, now publishing, and for many years 
an intimate friend of the great author, proposed the health of Mr. Moses 
Thomas, the original publisher of the “Sketch Book,” and the life-long friend 
of Mr. Irving, and called upon him to favor the company with some account 
of his early coanection with, and reminiscences of, their mutual friend. 

Mr. Thomas said he was so totally unprepared for such a eall, and was so 
entirely unaccustomed to making speeches, without having a real estate hand- 
bill before him, that he would not attempt a reply. Had he been aware of 
Mr. Putaam’s intention, it would have given him great pleasure to respond in 
a fitting manner; as it was, he could only propose the health and prosperity 
of Mr. Putnam. . 

Both sentiments were received with applause, and the incident made 
quite an agreeable break in the routine of business. 

Among other incidents was an unaccepted offer of $5 each for 500 copies 
Worecester’s large 4to, and one of $5.25 each for 250 copies. It was men- 
tioned in conversation concerning kindred matters that an offer was made 
and rejected a year since to D. Appleton & Co. for 250,000 copies of Web- 
ster’s Speller at a reduction of one-fourth cent a copy.

Weep, Parsons & Co. have got out the “ History of the Bible, for the Use 
of Schools; translated and compiled from the works of the most celebrated 
German writers,’ by Rev. Theo. Noethen, who observes: “Having felt the 
want of a book in our schools, by which children are made familiar with the 
principal characters and events of Sacred History, we have undertaken the 
task of translating and compiling from the most celebrated and learned 
writevs, who interested themselves for the moral advancement of youth, this 
Hlistory of the Bible, especially adapted to the understanding of children, 
and now, for the first time, we present it to the public, hoping that it may be 
well received and become a standard work in schools.” 


Goutp & Liycotn issue this week two important publications. The first 
is “ Lectures on Logie,” by Sir William Hamilton, edited by the Rev. Henry 
Longueville Mansel, B. D., LL.D., and John Veitch, M. A., and forms the 
second and concluding volume of the “ Lectures on Metaphysics and Logie.” 
An Appendix contains various papers on the same subject not incorporated 
in the lectures. It forms a fine volume of over 700 pages, and is neatly 
printed and bound. The “ Prolegomena Logica: an Inquiry into the Psyeh 
logical Character of Logical Processes,” by Henry Longueville Mansel, B. D., 
LL D., being the first American, from the second English edition, corrected 
and enlarged. “A portion of the following pages has already appeared in 
two Articles contributed fy the Author to the North British Review The 
present Work is an attempt to exhibit more fully the relations there intimated 
as existing between Logic and Psychology, with some additional matters, 
which could not be included within the limits of a review; The title of the 
work is not meant to imply that it contains an introduction to Logic, or is 
designed for the use of those unacquainted with its rudiments. On the con- 
trary, without some previous knowledge of the elementary portion of that 
science, the greater part of the present volume will not be intelligible. But 
it is intended as an inquiry into that which in the order of nature is prior to 
Logie ; though in the order of time it is of later scientifie development, and 
in the order of study should be postponed till after an acquaintance at least 
with the elements of Logical science ;—an inquiry into a subject which is in- - 
dicated by every page of Logic in which mind and its operations are men- 
tioned, and which is the touchstone by which the whole truth and scientific 
value of Logic must ultimately be tested ;—an inquiry into the constitution 
and laws of the thinking faculty, such as they are assumed by the Logician 
as the basis of his deductions. It may, therefore, be regarded as an attempt 
to prosecute, in relation to Logie, the inquiry instituted by the Prolegomena 
of Kant in relation to Metaphysics ; namely, What are the psychological con- 
ditions under which a scientifie system is possible; and what, in conformity 
to those conditions, are the characteristic features which such a system must 
exhibit? It is not intended as a complete treatise, either on Psychology 
alone or on Logie alone; but as an exposition of Psychology in relation to 
Logic, containing such portions of the former as are absolutely necessary 
to the vindication and even to the understanding of the latter.” 


Cuartrs Scrtsner has got out a new volume by the author of “ Peasant 
Life in Germany,” entitled “ The Cottages of the Alps; or, Life and Manners 
in Switzerland.” The authoress observes: “ We have written of the people of 
Switzerland as we did of those of Germany, but we cannot say we have de 
scribed the ‘peasant life,’ because there is, legitimately speaking, no such 
thing in Switzerland. * * * In Switzerland we have relied wholly upon the 
people and their own chronicles. The Swiss are all chroniclers, and remark- 
ably faithful in writing of themselves. We have found them always ready to 
open their stores for our researches, and never manifesting any tear of our 

ven.” Also, ** Reason and the Bible; or, the Truth of Religion,” by Miles P. 
Squier, D. D., protessor of Intellectual and Moral Philosophy, Beloit College, 
who says: “ A distinguished author of our own times has said, ‘ Reason leads 
to faith.’ The present volume has its elements in that thought, Its origin 
is in the conviction that something beyond what is already extant is needed 
by the reading public, and especially by the young, the reflective and aspir- 
ing minds of the age, in evidence of the Oneness of Truth—the harmonies of 
Nature and Revelation, and in presentation of the common basis, and refer- 
ence of their teachings in the elements of Reason and the necessary convic- 
tions of the mind. ‘The course pursued does not lose sight of this, and is thus 
natural and obvious. Some of the chapters may demand a more engrossed 
attention, and a higher analysis of thought than others; but they will be 
seen to be integral to the main design of the work, and to lie in the prinei- 
ples of the method prosecuted. These will then ask appropriate regard as 
the appreciation of them is germain to the general and glad result to which 
we come. If faith is conjunct with reason, and a dictate of it, and if all 
Divine communications to us are in accordance with the spiritual being given 
us, then is religion inherently legitimate and obligatory, and should not be 
deemed foreign in its elements and arbitrarily imposed, This is a point worth 
gaining in the Christian literature and reading of the age; and to familiarize 
the mind with this, and to bring the statements of all religion to the princi- 
ples of all conceded and necessary truth, is my leading object in the volume 
here presented. As such, and as a book of elements in behalf of Religion, 
both Natural end Revealed, it will, I trust, be adapted to the class-room in 
our higher institutions of learning, for either sex, as well as to the general 
reader.”

therefore happy to learn that they have sold as many copies of Worcester as they have certified to. 

We feel that the literary public must be heartily tired of the “ War of the Dictionaries,” and we confess that we are; but there is a large class of people engaged in the various 
avocations of life who have something else to do than to study Lexicography. They know little about the etymologies of words, and care less. Still they want a good English Dic- 
tionary. They want it for their own use, and for tie use of their children, It is this class of purchasers that the publishers of Webster's Dictionaries hope to intluence-+y their adver- 
tisements, their misrepresentations, and their misstatements. “Get the “Get the Cheapest!” “Get the Great American Dictionary!” ‘Get Webster!” are as familiar to 
the eye of every reader of a newspaper, as are the advertisements of “ Day & Martin’s Blacking.” the ‘Balm of a Thousand Flowers,” or the veriest nostrum that has recently been 
invented To prevent this imposition, and to defend our own property from their unprincipled attacks, must be our apology for so often appearing before the public. 

To show the value ot the certificates of some of these booksellers, we subjoin the following correspondence, which took place soon after the introduction of Worcester's Dictionaries 
into the public schools of Philadelphia. It will be necessary to state that Messrs Mason Bros,, ot New York, are publishers of some of Webster’s School Dictionaries, under a lease from 
the Messrs, Merriam. Presuming that “one of the firm” of Messrs H.Cowperthwait & Co., the publishers of Warren's Geographies, was not co-operating with them in making a 
“ National Standard,” they addressed the following letter :— ; in 

“ Messrs. CowPERTuwait & Co, Philadelphia.— Gentlemen: If you are interested in Worcester’s Dictionaries, or are using your influence for them, we and the other publishers of 
Webster would be glad to know it. We have often heard that such was the case, but have paid no attention to it. The matter now comes to us in such a shape, however, that one o' 


your firm appears to be acting as an agent for the Worcester publishers. 
“ We, of course, do not question your right to work for these books or any others, but would like a clear understanding in the matter, as we are disposed to reciprocate favors in 


these book matters. Please to show your flag.

accompanies your letter. As it is, a decent self-respect prevents our replying to it. 
“ We do not believe you are authorized to speak for the firms whose names you use. We expect our competitors in business will do what they can honorably to secure the intro- 
duction and sale of the books they publi=h; but we do not believe those of them who do not publish geographical works will instruct their agents adversely to our geographies, as you 


intimate will be the case, whatever may be our course with reference to ‘joining hands with the Worcester interest.’

A short time previous to this correspondence, the School Committee of Boston had voted with great unanimity to introduce “ Warren's Geographies,” to be used exclusively in all 
their schools, to take the place of “ Mitchell's Geographies.” 

In accordance with the threat contained in the letter, an unsuccessful attempt was made by the agent of Webster’s Dictionaries to displace Warren's Geographies (published by 
Messrs. H. Cowperthwait & Co.) in the Boston schools A vigorous attack was made upon the book through the columns of the press, and the subject was discussed at several successive 
meetings of the School Committee of the city, when the foregoing correspondence was brought forward, and the conspirators were thus exposed to the ridicule of the community. 

We ought in justice to state, from the highest authority, that, with the exception of Messrs. W. B. Smith & Co., and the Messrs. Merriam, the very respectable firms alluded to had 
no complicity in the matter, and that Messre. Macon & Brothers were not authorized to use their names in the correspondence. 

These “ significant facts” show the value of the certificates alluded to. They show conclusively that these parties not only had an “important pecuniary interest” in the success of 
Webster, but that the publishers of Webster attempted to coerce others into an opposition to Worcester. But, happily for the world of letters, they did not succeed, Worcester’s Royal 


Quarto Dictionary is not only a “ significant tact,” but its success is a“ fixed fact.”
